An investigation by U.S. Immigration and Customs Enforcement revealed hat the defendant 



has previously been deported from the 



U.S., once in 2003 and once in 1990. Thi 



deportation was entered by an immigra|tion judge on May 1 5 , 1 990, and the defenc [ant was deported 



on May 17, 1990, under the name Carlos Vargas Lemus. 

On September 2, 2003, the defendant was arrested, under the name Lemjs 



with 13 other illegal immigrants after 



original order of

they crossed the border between Mexico ibid the U.S., near 



Naco, Arizona. The original order of deportation was reinstated and the defendar t was deported on 
September 3, 2003. Prior to being deported, the defendant received notice that he c auld not reenter 
the U.S. for a period of 20 years, and that he must obtain the Attorney General's pe [mission to before 
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reentering this country. Since the defendant was present in the U.S. on December 



having received prior approval, he has 



violated federal law.
